DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This Office action is in response to Application No. 09/616,652, filed on 07/14/2000. 



2. Claims 1-37 are presented for examination. 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty 
defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published 
under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was published 
under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention 
by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the

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purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined 
in section 351(a). 

4. Claims 1-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being anticipated by Sasmazel et 
al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,032,260). 

As per claims 1, 3, 5, 6-18, 20, 21-37, Sasmazel discloses a computer program memory 
stores computer instructions for securing data transmitted over a system, such as the Internet. An 
eticket architecture is generated by an authentication server (which is seen to read as Applicant's 
claimed invention wherein it is stated a network-linked electronic ticket), comprising 
at least one electronic ticket for receiving necessary permission, a commodity, or service from a 
provider and at least one network electronic ticket for receiving online information service from an 
information providing apparatus on a network (see., abstract, col 6, lines 66 and 67, col 7, lines 1-13, 
lines 63-67, col 8, lines 1-25, please note that Sasmazel discloses an Internet which includes a markup 
language). The digital signature can also be interpreted as a hash number that is incorporated into the 
eticket. 

As per claim 2, Sasmazel discloses the claimed limitations wherein the network-linked 
electronic ticket contains at least one piece of identification information of the information providing 
apparatus for providing the online information service according to the network electronic ticket on 
the network (see., abstract). 
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As per claims 4, 19, Sasmazel discloses the claimed limitations wherein the network 
electronic ticket contains display format information of a list of online information services provided 
according to the network electronic ticket and the identification information is described in the display 
format information (see., col 5 5 lines 1-13)
